On August 31, at Philadelphia,! He became Director of Davenport’ | 


Pa.,; during the Fifty-first Annual 
International Convention of the Su- 
preme Lodge of the World, Loval 
Order of Moose, Fred W. Zabel, of 
Davenport, Iowa, was unanime sly 
elected Supreme Governor, the high- 
est elective office in the gift of the 
Fraternity. His term of office be- 
gan September 1. 

Like so many men who have built 
enviable reputations for themselves, 
in politics, business, or the profes- 
sions, Fred W. Zabel was born on a 
farm. There, he spent the early 
part of his life. 

Mr. Zabel’s birthplace was Scott 
County, Iowa. After leaving the 
public schools he entered St. Mary’s 
College, Kansas.

During 1933, ’34, and ’35, he was 
with the Reconstruction Finance 
Coi, oration and the State Superin- 
tendent of Banking. In 1936, he 
resigned to accept a position as 
Iowa representative of Brown, Har- 
riman & Company, New York, one 
of the oldest and largest investment 
banking houses in the country. In 
1937, he became associated with the 
firm of Murdoch, Dearth & White, 
one of the leading investment bank- 
ing houses in Iowa. Today he is 
Vice President of the Merchants 
National Bank of Aurora, Illinois, 
which office he assumed August 1, 
1939. During his entire banking 
career, Fred W. Zabel has been re- 
garded as a conservative banker, 
and has devoted yeurs to the 
study and analysis of high-grade 
securities.

imagine the horror of these pre- 
clse and patient workmen when un- 
thinking tournament officials spoil 
their handiwork by allowing the 
players to wear spikes. Yes, great, 
long, sharp saw-toothed spikes that 
churn, bite, chew, and completely 
disligure the lovey turf. In 15 min- 
utes of play a man wearing spikes 
can ruin a court.

The Nazis admitted that their 
war machine had met serious re- 
sistance as they attempted to close 
their pincers around Warsaw and 
cut off probably 18 Polish divisions 
west of the capital.

There may be other men who win 
Hitler’s recognition as a master 
statesman, technician, militarists, 
etc., but the man he wants around 
when things are tough is Rudolf 
Hess. 

These two are buddies and have. 
been ever since they met in a Mu- | 
nich beer tavern 18 years ago. Hess 
was impressed with the inspired el- ; 
oquence of Hitler. They liked each 
other from the start. They fought 
together in the Munich beer cellar 
putch in 1923. They were thrown | 
in jail together at Landsberg. They } 
ate together and today Hess is pro- 
bably closer to his chief than any 
other man in Germany. 

Throughout their relationship, 
Hess has been an idealist and anj 
incorruptible, He is for Hitler—right 
or wrong—and believes in him all 
the way. 

Hitler’s deputy chief was born in | 
Alexandria, Egypt, April 26, 1894. | 
As a student, he excelled in math- | 
ematics and the natural sciences. 


He has a lithe and athletic fig-| - 


ure. He has dark, wavy hair, 
forehead and a clean-shaven, | 
roundish young face. His most 
striking feature are his dark, beetl- | 
ing brows framing deep-set gray- | 
ish eyes. | 

He is a cold, precise person and | 
talks very little for publication. He. 
is a dynamo of ruthless objection. ! 
His actions speak louder than his! 
words. His entire life revolves about 
his “Chief” and his country. 

He is a fine student of political | 
economy and history. He served in| 
the volunteer Bavarian infantry in' 
the world war from 1914 to 1918. 
was twice wounded and spent his 
last two months in war as a com- 
bat flier. 

He is a profound reader and likes 
nothing better than to trace the vic- 
torious episodes of his country in 
years past. 

He became a Jew-baiter long be- 
fore the cry swept through Ger- 
many, And, with the exception of 
Julius Streicher, No. 1 hater of Jews 
is currently the strongest advocate 
of anti-Semitism.
